'When the G ame law,
faitiuted 1o the Chamber of Peers, was discas=sed in
the Chamber of Deputies, M. Cremivnx opposed {1
vigoronsly., Finding that ministers were resalved to
cary It, he guccecded in procaring the sappression
of the clause which exempled crown lands from the
provislons of the measure, but the pecrs restored
the obmoxious paragraph. When Conot Dachatel
made hie memorpble deciaration that no reform
would he granted, and that the Government had
regolved to put down the Heform baoguets, M. Cre-
mirax exclaimed, “Tnere 8 blond In this!™ Ea-
countering Lonls Pullippe and his Queen o the
Yiace de la Copcords on the Thursday of their
flght, M, Cremieax recommended them to depart
immediately, *‘no hope for them belong lefit,” and
proceeded 1o the Chwmber of boputies, where he
advocated the formativon of & FProvisional
Goveinment, and was made Minlspar of Justice, 1le

1o 186 he was appolater Professor
of Philosaphy at the Lycee de Cuaen, aud o 1387
he became Professor of History sad hiloso-
phy in the Ecole Normale, In 1810 * he
was Cousiu’s doputy at the Sorbonne, M. Simon
whnile engaged as a professor st these lastitations
grined great reputation by his leciures snd writings,
and In 15450 he was decoraied with wie Leglon of
Honor, During the following yeur e was an oppo-
sitlon candidate for the Chawmber of Depaties, bt
falled 10 be cleared, Ta 15845 he etponsed the caasa
of the revolation and was returned to the Natlona!
Assembly from the Department of Cotes da Nord by
62,000 votes, He aMilated with the ‘moderate Ra-
putll aps, «nd devoled his especlal atteation
to  public ipstrocdon, He was  appolnted
on the commixgion to report an  organle
law, 1o 1549 he was made & mewber of the Coanoet)
of State, but on refusiug o give his consent to the
eoup d'etat, he was forced to retire Trow public Lfe,
In 1 his comse at the Sorbonoe was saspended
for political reasons, and he devoted himself to
philosophical study and Inquicy, He twice accepted
invitarions to deliver leciores on philosophy (o the
prineipal cities of Belgiom, aod in 1363 he was
electe d Prestdent of the Soclety of Men of Letters,
Thia oMee, however, he held but o few months, 1o
1568 he was  elected  Depury from two
different digtrigts—the Guonde and  the
Yelpe—and he chose o represenl  the
forwer. AN, Simon has ben fro o the lirst one of
the most deternnined opponents of Louls Napoleon,
hut has never identified hifosell wiih the exireme
republicans. lle has always been interested (o the
cause of edocation, mad has appeared 3 wbe friend
of the most advanesd opinions on all soolologleal
wplcs, especially those for the improvement of the
working classes. Hia most {mportant philosophical
works are “Histofre de 'Ecole d'Alexandrie,” “'Le
Devolr,” “La Rellgion Natarelle,” sud < La Liberte de
Copselence,” He boas also been a frequent contribg-
tor W the periodical press of Franve.

M. Grevy was horn st Mopt-sous-Vandrez, jo the
Jurs, m 1516, He moved to "aria when a young
man, studied law, and, after admission to the Lar,
became conspicuous on account of radical seatl-
ments, After the revolntion of 1545 he was ap-
polnted a commissioner of the provislonal govarn.
went in bhis department. He wus subsequent'y
¢lected a member of the Consitituent Assembly, As
A representative he was poted for his conservative
sentiments—althongh he generally votoed with the
exwreme Lelt—and for his eloquence 4% an orator,
Afer the election of Louis Napoleon he weunt uto
opposition and degouneed the expedition to Rome,
He=glected 1o the Assembly, he remained faithiul to
the democracy, and opposed the coalition between
e royeliste aond Bonapartista The coup defat
drove him from political life, to which bhe returned
laal year, when he was elcoted to the Corps Legls.

Itis M, Etienne Arago, the journalist and politi-
cian, and not his pephew Emmaouel, ws stated by
many of the papors, who has been appolated Mayor
of Paris by the Provisions! Government, IHewas &
brother of the distinguished astronomer, Francols,
and was born ot Porpigoan, February 9, 1502,
He atudied at the College of Lorrez, and held, duriog
the Restoration, an appointment in the Polytecunic
Bahool, which he resigued to enter upon & literary
career. He has written many vaodeviiles and melo-
dramas, and established two opposition journals,
La Lorgi- tte and Lo Figaro, the lalter in conjunc-
tion with M. Maurice Alhoy. In 1580 be becams di-
rector of the Theatre de Vaudeville, the doors of
which he closea July 27, 1830, the day after the
publication of the ordinances of Charles X,
thos being one of the Grst to give the algnal
for 'he revolution of July. Afterwards, with a
number of friends, he took part in the Insarrection-
ary movemen's in June and April, 1834, but it was
hie good fortune to be either unnoticed or forgottsn,
and he was pot ipcluded among the accused who
axpiated their improdence at St Pelagie. After the
revoelntion of 1844 he opposed the policy of Louls
Napoleon, and sigued the act of accusation against
the President and his ministers on the ocoasson of

declured the monarchy extloct, and ealled for a
provigional government, e was at once appointed
by hisrepublican friends to oppose the proo'amation
of the regency, and ran to the Palais Royal with
Sarrans, Jr., Chaix and Damerll. They arrived at
the door of the chamber in time to see the Duchess
of (rleans and ler son enter,. When M, Dupin had
read from the tribune the abudication which an-
pounced the regency, Linmanuel Arago rose and
loudly procialmed that royalty was by this act
extinet, and the people ohjected t0 & regency.

Finding that (the question belng one of fond) the
dapger was Inmineuty Arago consalted wth the
Msyor of Lyena, the Recelver-General, and the In.
spector-Ciencral of Finances, and gave aa order on
the Recelver weneral for the sum of five huadred
thongand  francs, to  be immediately appiied
to the relief of the distressed, This action
was subsequently misrepresented and made the sub.
ject of furlous party invective, but he was aftor.
wurds justifled by a vote of the Assembly, He was
flected a member of the Legislative Assembly for
the Pyrenecs-Orlentales, and was despatohesd o
Berlin as Eanvoy Bxtraordinary, May 25, 1845, He
re¢lgned on the e'ection of Louils Napoleon as Pre-
gident, and returning 1o Paris, centinned in
kleady opposition to the Government.

For some years past
he has also been an active participant in political
strife, and in 1564 was e¢lected & member of the
Corps Lemslatif from one of the Paris districts as an
opposition candidate, being re-elected in 1869, In
ithe Chamber he has always been an active and
courageous antagonist of the Empire,

REPUBLICANISM IN FRANCE.

Previcus Attempis at SMeitlog op a Freoch Re.
publiey nnd bow they have Fared-A Histori-
vul Hesume.

At atime when France, In the midst of & great
pational disaster and homillation, 18 again asgat to
try the experiment of @ republic, a brief resume of
the previous altempts in the same direction will not
be uninteresting,

The revolution In the pnew world which ealled a
new nation into existence, and trassformed the
Erttieb colonles inte the United States of North
America, and establzhed a republle, the chief
corner-gtone of which was the absolnte legal equality
of all its citizens, was the inspiring cause of the
great convalsion that overthrew one of the oldest
monarchies in Eorope and inanguorated scenes of
terror that mankind sull trembles to think npon.
The example of America was the spark that eaused
the explosion in France, but the real reasons for the
revolution are o be looked forin the long years
of oppression during which the peoplea of
Frapee geoaned under the tyranny of & haughty
oligarchy of novles, and were taxed beyond endur-
ance lo suppuri the ‘rivolities and extravigances of
the gayest and most splendid court of Europe, Tus
whecl!lty of Louls XVI, the insensibility of nis
gueen toithe dire misery that surroundad her on
every side, and (he wasteful extravagance of the
Mipistry, served o prec'pitate the storm that had
been gatlieiivg fu. centories, The passions of the
populace were exelied by the writings of political
pamphleteers who pointed 10 the example of Ame-
rica, apd asked why France shonid endure all the
miveries imposed upon ler when it needed but &
gnt &d emort to fres the nation Irem U's Lyraats,
sud when the storm burst upon the 10th of
August, 1702, ani the King and his
sopporters were obliged to succomb to {te tary, The
Nutionul Conveniion met on the 216t of Septemhor,
and the Kipg was sentenced to desth a8 a deflance
to the powers of Europe, which had combinei o
crush out the spirit of Hberty that had ariaen in
Franve, The republic entered upoa the apparently
unequal contest detantly, and the French people,
with & unanimity that has never heen paralleled,
hurled themselves agulpst their lnvaders, aod on
the adjourninent of Lhe convention, on the @th of
October, 1798, after a session of more than thirty-
seven months, the enemiea of the republle
were everywhere humbled. lo the meantims
potnes of terror woere enacted do  Parls,
and the world stood aghast at the atrocities thal
Were committed i the pame of Uberty, The old

order of thingd was swept away as If I8 had nevor
existed, and the proud nobility bad either perished
under the axe of the gulllotine or been Ariven into
exie. The Orat French Republic wore itsell out
with Its own fary, and It practically ended when Na-
poleon Bonaparte., the succossfnl general of the
armies, whilch had deféatod the combined forces of
Europe, became Kirst Consul and grasped the reins
of power.

Then followed the emplre, the fall of Napoleon,
the restoration of the Bourbons, and thalr second
downfail, when Charles X was forced to ny; the
accession of Jouls Philippe and his dowafall
in 1848, The révolution of February 24th, 1548, was
precipitated by the agitation in favor of parliamen-
tary reform, andthe weakness and timidity of the
King in abandoning hisa throne probably gave a very
different tnrn to events than if he had remaived at
his post and resolutely met the issued of the hoar.
It was thought that this time the repnblic would
have a falr chiance for success, and a large portion
of the nation were prepared to give it a cordial snp-
port. A reépubliean constitution was adoptad, and
on December 10th, 1843, Louia Napoleon Bonaparte,
who saw that his opportunity had now arrived,
apd hed landed (n France s0 s)on a8 the
revolution was consunmated, was eiected President of
the French republic by 5,658,700 votes againet
1,600,000 which wore cast for Cavalgnae, Dissen-
glons soon arcse bhetween the majority of the Legis.
jative Assembly and the 'resident, ana thore were
signs of troutile as the period for a new Presidential
election approgched, Louls Napo'eon, who aklifally
fostered the popular dissatisfaction agaiust the
Government, dissoived the Assembly Deocmber 2,
1851, end assumed dictatorial  powers, Ha
appealed t0 the people to sanciion his
action, and with the aid of the army,
which he had gecared 1o bis interests, he wae ellosen
Preaident for ten years by mesrly cight milllon
voles, A new constitation was formed, and nn No-
vember 7, 1562, a motion was made o the Senate for
the re estabment of the empire,. Tois was acogded
to by the people of France by 4 vote of 7,924,129, and
the second French repablic ceasad to exist,

The second empire has now perished ke the firet,
and the nephew, Itke the uncle, Is & Tagitive from
the people e had betrayed, and & prisoner in the
hands of L' enemies. Toe French repablic has
becn proclaimed for the third time, In the midst of
A preat public culamity., A large portion of the
f«irest part of France s overrun by the
Grermans, who are advancing rapialy
upon Parls after a  series of vie-
tories unparalleied in the annals of warfare, and
the Mture of the new republic 18 shrounded in im-
penetrable clounds, That France will be enabled to
emerge from her presens trials puritled by her mis-
fortupes, and that the new repablic will be esta-
blighed upon o more permanent basis than Its pre-
decessors, 18 the slocere wiah of every lover of
Lherty.

THE BATTLE BEFORE METZ,

Official German Reports of the Engngement of
Aumust 14,

By mall we have recelved two ofilelal German re-
ports of the first engagement near Mets, that of
Sundsy, Aug. 14, The frst, dated Heray, Aug. 15,
18 as follows :—

This morning his Majesty the King, accompanied
by Baron Molike and the other generals of the roval
hesdguarters, us ulso by Count Blsmarck and Coant
Kutusef, the mitary member of the Rassinn Em-
bussy at herlln, ingpeated the locality of yesterlay's
Oght, Juis situnted between the vastern ramparts
ol Metz and the villages Ara, caguenexy, Borny,
and Cowinbey, At Coligny,west °f Paoge,w liere the
heud quarters ol the 7ed Corps d’armee were, the
King, with his suite, mounted and proceedod at
ouce to the battie-ticld, 16 appears that oa the
morning of the 14th the French army was stationed
cast of Melz, ocoupyivg three atffereut camps, and
stretehing over & spaoe of - at least nine Kilynetres
It is probable that Genersl Bazalpe intended to rall
back on Chalops, and that it was only owing to
Fundry dificulties with which he had to contend
that we still surprised nim at Metz AU 2 o'clock
in  the afteinoon Geoneral Stelumetz o*dered
the Tih Corps d'armees (Westphallans, geperal von
Zastiow) 10 proveed to the attack, As on previous
cocusions we jound the French behind earthworss
and 1o rifte pits, whivh, % hile protecting thom from
our fire exposed our troops to the full effect of their
deadly ain,

On this oceasion, A8 on some other praceding ones,
it was observed that the Freneh, when erouchiog 1a
rifle pits, ire wore calmly than 1o the open, One
alter the other we had totake the plrs and iutrench-
ments pear Ars, Laguenexy, Griquy, Borny, volom-
bey, and BGIme Other hamicts, which, surronoded
with bhedges, present cousiderable alfficulties for
attack. The fight was long, vehement, and very
sanguinary.  As the French stood on the defensive,
sl oply pupped up out of their sholter to fice, thelr
dead have neatly all been shot (o tne head, In one
rifle pit alone we fonnd 781, all 1wd low hy our sharp-
phioolers, Our lusses, too, are considerable, as we
did not break off the epgagement till late in the
evening, by which time we liad driven the French
into the very glacis of the fortregs. When the enemy
began o yleld, immeuse confusion sct in in his
raukye,  Aftera short time he had entirely disap-
prarcd, most of the slightly woanded massging 1o
cffect thelr escape with the rest,

A8 we have made prisoners of nearly all regiments
of three principal corps unived uoder General Ba-
zulue (respectively commanded by Gens, De Caen,
Frossard, and Ladmiraalt), it seems that we had
nearly the entire foroe opposed to us,  Yesterday's
fight, pailing the French army to the spot at Metz,
will be the more prolifie in results, as the Crown
Prince has aiready occupled Lunefille sod pene-
tated even 10 Pont-a-Mousson,

1w the meautime we are constructing a rallway
from Remilly, south of Metz, 0 a4 certaln point
rortheast of the fortress, which will enaole us w
utilize the Saarbruck-Metz- Nancy line, even though
Metz remalued in the hands of the enemy. Thoogh
a teupe rary constroctiony and built o the Hght style
of the Awerican prairie rallwavs, 1018 & graad en-
terprise, and oocupies thousands of laborers.
